HUGHES ANSWERS QUERY 
ON LUSITANIA AFFAIR. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 


OUISVILLE (Ky.) Oct. 12. — 

Charles E. Hughes, answering 

a question here tonight aa to 
what he would have done when the 
Lusitania was sunk, declared that 
he would have “made it known in 
terms unequivocal and unmistakable 
that we should not tolerate a con- 
tinuance of friendly relations” when 
natlce was published “with refer- 
ence to the threatened action.” 

Mr. Hughes was in the midst of 
his discussion on the maintenance 
of American rights when he was in- 
terrupted by the question. 

‘The path of beace is the path of 
self-respect, which maintains the 
dignity of our citizenship and ce- 
ments the friendship of all nations,” 
he said. A man from the audience 
interrupted him. ‘ 

“Justice Hughes, just a moment. 
Please permit a respectful interrup- 
tion,“ shouted the man. 
would you have done——" 

The heckler got no further for the 
moment. His voice was drowned in 
jeers, hoots and catcalls. 

“Please permit the question to be 
asked,” requested Mr. Hughes. “I 
do not want anyone shut off from 
a oSurteous question. Go on, sir,” 
the nominee added, turning to the 
questioner. Please ask your ques- 
tion.” 

To cries of “Go on, you boob,” 
and general hum of voices, the ques- 
tioner continued: 


“I ask you with all respect that 
I know, what you would have done 
when the Lusitania was sunk—see 
if you can answer that?” 

Mr. Hughes paused for a moment. 

“I will answer this,“ the nominee 
said. There was considerable con- 
fusion in the hall and he continued: 
“No permit me to answer.” 

“Sir, I would have had the State 
Department, at the very beginning of 
the administration, so equipped as to 
command the respect of the world. 

“Second—kindly wait until I get 
through and do not interrupt with ap- 
Plause until I have answered the gen- 
tleman’s question. I have said that I 
would have had the State Depart- 
ment equipped so as to command the 
respect of the world at the outset 
of the administration; and next I 
would have so conducted affairs in 
Mexico as to show that our words 
meant peace and good will, and the 
protection at all events of the lives 
and property of American citizens. 

“And next, when I said strict ac-. 
eountability, every nation would 
have known that that was meant;

threatened, I would have made it

EIGHT-HOUR 


LAW FAULTY. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.} 


HICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Oct. 12.—Switchmen, 
telegraphers.and hostlers em- 

ployed by the railroads of the United 
States learned today that there. is 
grave doubt whether they come un- 
der the benefits of the Adamson 
eight-hour law recently enacted by 
Congress to “avert” a strike of 400,- 
000 members of the railroad broth- 
erhoods. 

L. W. Quick, secretary of the 
Order of Rallroad Telegraphers, 
pointed out that by the omission of 
eight words he had insisted be put 
in the law no employees outside 
engineers, firemen, conductors and 
trainmen come under it. 

The law provides that the eight 
hours shall apply to all railroad em- 
ployees engaged in any capacity in 


the “operation of trains” used for 


— 


transportation of persons or prop- 
erty. 

To this must be added, Secretary 
Quick insists, “or those connected 
with the operation of trains.” 
Switchmen, it is said, do not oper- 
ate trains. They simply make them 
up. The sixteen-hour law which 
coveres the three classes of em- 
ployees has the eight words omitted 
from the Adameon law. «

filed a suit for divorce against Car- 
roll Allen last week in the District 
Court at Carson City through her 
attorney, George Bartlett, former 
Congressman from Nevada, the com- 
plaint alleging extreme cruelty and 
other things. 

About a month ago Mrs. Allen 
came to Reno from Los Angeles and 
leased a bungalow at No. 622 Call- 
fornia avenue for six months or 
more, with the avowed intention to 
establish her home here. She was 
accompanied by her mother and 4 
maid. After living in Reno up to the 
first part of last week, Mrs. Allen 
suddenly gave up her newly-ac- 
quired home and went to Carson 
City. After being in Carson City a 
few days, Carroll Allen arrived, os- 
tensibly to attend to legal matters 
in the Supreme Court, and immedi- 
ately was served with papers in a 
divorce complaint and summons. 
The defendant engaged former Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court Sweeney 
to represent his interests and re- 
turned to Los Angeles. , 
Although Mrs. Allen has not been 
a resident of the State of Nevada 
for the required six months, the 
case was set for trial Saturday, the 
court holding that it had jurisdic- 
tion under a recent decision of the 
Supreme Court of Nevada in the 
case of Evelyn Woods Merritt 
against Charles Merritt, an army of- 
ficer who was en route to Washing- 
ton from San Francisco, when he 
was served with a divorce summons 
on the train which had stopped in 
Reno. Mrs. Merritt had been a resi- 
dent of Reno but four months. The 
Supreme Court held the Reno court 
had jurisdiction, as the defendant 
husband was found in the jurisdic- 
tion of the court.

Pershing’s Aide is Here to 
Recover from Burns.

San Miguel Fight. 


After passing unscathed through 
numerous encounters in Mexico, in 
which he ala credit to the skill, 


American arms, Lieut. George . 
Patton, Jr. Eighth Cavalry. U.S.A. 
|alde-de-camp to Gen. Pershing and 
son of George 8. Patton, Democratic 
candidate for United States Senator, 
arrived in Los Angeles last night to 
recover from burns received when a 
gasoline lamp exploded in his tent 
two weeks ago. 


Liewt. Patton commanded the de- 
tachment, of an autoload 
of civilians and nine enlisted men, 
which killed Col. Julio Cardenas, 
commander of Villa's bodyguard, and 
two other bandits, in a short but 
fierce encounter at San Miguel 
Rancho, fifty miles from headquar- 
ters, May 14 last. 

The fight took place at what is 
known as the San Miguel Rancho, 
fifty miles southeast of Namiquipa, 
which was at that time Gen. Persh- 
ing’s headquarters, When attacked 
all members of the detachment ex- 
cept Lieut. Patton were in their au- 
tomobiles, and were forced to leap 
from the machines into the thick of 
the fight. Cardenas and his band, 
the exact number of which was not 
learned, ambushed the Americans, 
and, while having all the advantage 
of surprise, were whipped in a very 
few minutes, three of the Mexicans 
being killed, a number wounded and 
the others put to flight. 


WOMEN SEE DEATH. 


Another feature of the fight was 
that Cardenas’s mother. wife and 
daughter witnessed it and saw Car- 
denas shot to death. The San Miguel 
Rancho had long been one-of Villas 
bases of supply and the territory ad- 
jJacent thereto a stronghold. 
tton’s account of the 
brush is as Follows: 

“Ten da prior to this fight a 
party of Villistas had fired on a de- 
tachment /of ours from this ranch- 
house and got away with it. We 
were on the lookout for trouble. We 
had just passed through Rubio, a 
suspected Villista rendezvous, and, 
not being molested, concluded our 
friends had departed for other flelds. 
The road that leads to the San Mi- 
guel ranch rises at this point and 
sweeps out through the valley. There 
were three cars in the detachment. 
We were out to buy corn for head- 
quarters and had reason to believe 
there was a supply available at the 
ranch, The cars were spinning along 
about twenty-five yards apart. Two 
of the machines were manned by 
civilians. While we had not been 
molested up to this point we were 
taking no chances, and as we drove 
the cars up to the corral I stepped 
out to take a look around, as I had 
noticed that one of the Mexicans 
working near the road had gone hur- 
riedly to the house and then re- 
turned to his work in a very cool 
manner. As I rounded the corner of 
the old dobe house three mounted 

n appeared from behind a clump 
of and opened fire at once. 
Our boys leaped from their ma- 
chines and the fight was on.

“BUTT OF MISFORTUNES. 


RANK A. LUCE finished yes- 
terday his career as champion 
patient in the Receiving Hospi- 


fitted his long record. He fell down- 
stairs and broke his back, and after 
he had saluted the surgeons he 
knew so well he said: “Well, boys, 
this is the last time you tinker with 
this old carcass,” and ten minutes 
later he was dead. 

His record involves suffering fro 
more than a dozen serious accidents 
during the past two years. He first 
went to the hospital in December, 
1914, when he was struck by a 
street car at Fifth and Spring 
streets. He was 58 years old then, 
and his heavy body, ravaged by dis- 
sipation, was crushed and bruised. 

In May, 1915, he fell fram the 
Macy-street bridge, toppling heels 
over head from the ling to the 
riverbed below. Again he went to the 
hospital with a list of injuries that 
covered two cards of the index.

When asked as to the possibility 
of the city filing application with the 
Railroad Commission to fix the val- 
uation of the physical properties of 
the three power companies, disre- 
garding severance damages, the City 
Attorney said: “I do not think that 
any action will be taken to fix the 
price leaving out the severance. I 
belleve that better results can be ac- 
complished by the negotiations now 
goirg on. The other course would 
necessitate prolonged delay.”

TWO LINCOLN STORIES. 

Many of the stories told about Lin- 
colin at the Illinois bar represent him 
in anything but a dignified light. 
But they are a part of the character 
of the man, says Mr. Francis F. 
Browne in “The Every Day Life of 
Abraham Lincoln,” and should be 
kept in remembrance wherever there 
is reason to suppose they are genu- 
ine. Besides, they are usually full 
of irresistible humor. The Youth's 
Companion repeats these: 

On a certain trial Lincoln ap- 
peared against his friend, Judge 
Logan. It was a sult between two 
farmers who had had a disagree- 
ment over a horse trade. On the 
day of the trial, Mr. Logan, having 
bought a new shirt open in the back 
with a huge standing collar, dressed 
himself in extreme haste and put on 
the shirt with the bosom at the back, 


trying to make you believe he knows 
more about a horse than those honest 
old farmers who are witnesses. 
Now, gentlemen, I submit to you” 


to the jury and the crowd, at the 


same time flapping up ormous 
standing collar,) “what ndence 
can you place on his ho knowl!

At the 
hour appointed the judge came up, 
leading the sorriest-looking spect 
men of a nag ever seen. In a few 
minutes Lincoln was approach- 
ing with a wooden sawhorse on his 
shoulders. Great were the shouts 
and the laughter of the crowd; and 
these increased when Lincoln, sur- 
veying the judge’s animal, set down 
his sawhorse and exclaimed, “Well, 
judge, this is the first time I ever 
got the worst of it in a horse trade.”

ERNIE SHORE 
GAME, DESPITE CHILLY WEATHER. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 


| OSTON, Oct. 12.—The Boston 
Americans won the champion- 
ship of the baseball universe 
here this afternoon when they de- 
feated the Brooklyn Nationals, 4 to 
1, In the fifth and final game of the 
world’s series of 1916. The greatest 
gathering in the history of the 
American national sport witnessed 
the victory, 42,620 fang departing 
after the contest, convinced that the 
Bostons were the baseball machine 
par excellence of recent years. 
UNDEFEATED. 

As a result of the four games-to- 
one conquest over Brooklyn, Boston 
is tonight celebrating its fifth vic- 
tory in world’s series since 1903, and 
there is added joy in the fact that 
never in its history has a Boston 
team been forced to bow to the su- 
porter 
combat. 

The victory over Brooklyn’ today 
was so clean-cut and decisive that 
there was left no ground for argu- 
ment. That the better team won 
the championship was obvious. Be- 
fore the speed and curves of Ernest 
Shore, the Brooklyns were well-nigh 
helpless, while Jeff Pfeffer, the last 
hope of Brooklyn, proved unequal to 
the task of holding Boston in 


DODGERS LEAD. 
Although the Nationals were first 
to score, their advantage was short- 
lived, and once the Bostons unlim- 
bered their heavy batting artillery 
any doubt regarding the outcome of 
the game was dissipated, so closely 
did Shore hold the Brooklyn clan

SEIZE MACHINE 
GUN SHIPMENT. 


Federal Officials Take Ten 
Boxes from Car Here. 


Will be Used as Evidence in 
Alleged Mexican Plot. 


Indictments may be Returned 
Today Against Four. 


With the seizing here, yesterday, 
by Deputy United States Marshal 
Thompson, of ten boxes containing 
machine gun parts, governwent of- 
ficials promised the utmost celerity 
in the prosecution of Fred Dato, 
brother-in-law of Col. Esteban Can- 
tu, Military Governor of Lower Cali- 
fornia; Lawrence horse buy- 
er for the French government; C. J. 
O'Reilly, sales manager of a 1 
sporting goods firm, and Julien 
Trens, former employee of the same 
firm, on charges of violating the 
neutrality law. 

The ten boxes containing the ma- 
chine guns reached this city over 
the Santa Fe at 3 o'clock yesterday 
morning, and were at once seized by 
Deputy United States Marshal 
Thompson and removed to the gen- 
eral appraisers’ stores on New High 
street, where they were placed under 
lock and key. One of the boxes 
which was previously opened was 
found to contain an up-to-date ma- 
chine gun, billed in the catalogue of 
the manufacturing firm at $800, 
k. o. b., Los Angeles All the boxes 
were consigned to a Main-street 

goods firm. ws 
ASSURE DISPATCH.
